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New Army Chief to 
Command on Border 


OTHERS WILL SHARE 


Whole 


War Departmeiit Order Divides Southern 
Department Into Three Divisions in 
Interest of Efficiency. 


Washington, July 3. — With 
more than 150,000 troops assem- 
bling along the Mexican border, 
the war department today took 
steps to decentralize direct admin- 
istration of the 1,800 mile frontier 
In the interest of efficiency and 
probably to pave the way for the 
appointment 
of a special com- 
mander to co-ordinate all military 
activities on the international line 
and in Mexico, 


The border formerly in 
the 
southern 
department 
from 
the 
Gulf of Mexico to California, is 
now divided into the military de- 
Î 
)artments, commanded respective- 
y by Major Gen. Frederick Fun- 
6ton, Brig. Geu. John J. Pershing 
and Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell. 


War department officials said 
the new order, which automatic- 
ally relieves Gen. Funston of su- 
preme command on the border and 
the enormous responsibilities that 
have crowded upon him, had no 
B^nificance as indicating prepara- 
tion of war. 


There was no formal act in ref^ard 
to probable selection ofa senior major 
general for commandcr in chief of tlie 
border guard and field forces. There are 
indications that 
Major 
Gen. Leonard 
Wood, former ehief of staff, and now 
commandinfi the department-of the east, 
Is beine considered in this connection. 


Means Pershing's Promotion. 
Aonther probable change indicated by 
the new order is the promotion of Gen- 
eral Pershing under the army organiza- 
tion bill now effective. 
It provides for 
an additional major general and it is 
believed General Pershing will be given 
this post in recognition of his ser\-iccs 
in his pursuit of the Columbus bandits. 
The statement issued by the department 
Is as follows: 


"The present southern department is 
divided as follows, with assignments of 
command thereto as indicated: 


"A—The southern department to bo 
under command of Major General Fred- 
erick Funston to embrace that 
part 
of the present department to a line east 
of El Paso. 


"B—The department of Xew Mexico, 
with headquarters at El Paao, Texas, 
to be established under the command of 
Brigadier General .John J. Pershing, to 
extend 
from 
western 
boundary 
of 
Eouthern department to the 109th meri- 
dian. 


"C—That portion of the southern dc- 
i^artmcnt west of the I09th meridian 
be assigned to the western depart- 
vent, under the command of Maj. Gen. 
J. F. Bell, with field headquarters for 
ssrme at Douglas, Ariz." 


Gen. Bell is now in command of the 
western departmetn with headquarters 
At San Francisco. 
He is also a former 
chief of staff of the army. 


Pending the appointment of an officer 
to supreme command, the functions of 
the three departments will be co-ordt- 
nated through the war department. 


Ifot to Withdraw. 
The assignment of Gen. Pershing to 
the eoinmand of the department of New 
Mexico, it was stated offlclallj'^, does not 
mean that the expedition into Mexico 
is about to be witlidrawn, or that Gen 
iwrshing himself will return to direct 
the affairs of the department from El 
Paso, his new headquarters. 
It is as- 


sumed that he will remain in the field 
for the present at least. 
If he is pro- 
moted a brigade commander probably 
will be sent to relieve him in Mexico, 
unless developments should necessitate 
tlie sending of a large number of addi- 
tional troops across the border. 


Gen. Funston is junior, to all the other 
departmental commanders, wlio rank in 
the following order: 
Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, eastern; 3Iaj. Gen. -f. Frnnklin 
Bell. Avestcm, and Maj. Gen. Thomas 
11. BaiTA", central. 


Gen. Hugh L. Scott, chief of stafT, is 
next to Gen. Funston; Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, assistant chief of staff, follows 
!iim. and Gc-n. George W. Goethals is last 
on the ]jst of seven major generals. 


It is bc'Iicved that Secretary Baker 
has submitted to the president tne name 
of the ofiicer he desires to direct the 
Mexican operations, but there has been 
no intimation 
of 
his 
identity. 
Gen. 
Wood and Gen. Bliss have been most 
frequently mentioned.

War Department Will Rely- 
on Newspapers to Ob- 
serve Censorship. 


Washington, July 3.—Army officers 
were puzzled today deciding how strin- 
gently they shall attempt to enforce cen- 
sorship on troop movements and location 
at the border. 
They had before them 
copies of newspapers from over the coun- 
try publishing stories from their special 
correspondents who are with the local 
national guard units, arriving at border 
points. In most cases the correspondents 
specified the destination of their troops. 


The war department has objected to 
the publication of this information, yet 
officers admit privately that under the 
present circumstances they do not blame 
newspapers for announcing the destina- 
tion of their local units. 
They point 
out that the Mexican government has 
not sufRcient agents in the United States 
to gather these reports published in such 
scattered localities, and to construct from 
them a comprehensive schedule showing 
strength of troops 
at 
various points 
along the border. 


Officially the destination of all na- 
tional guard units is supposed to be a 
military secret. 
Officials thought it im- 
probable that any step would be taken 
at this time toward more complete cen- 
sorship. 
They will rely on newspapers 
not to publish and the public not to ex- 
pect news of future shifting of troops 
from one point to another on the bor- 
der.

HORSES AND MEN 


SUFFER GREATLY 


Back in Pershing's Camp 
After Privations and 
Hardships. 


Field Headquarters. 3une 28.—(By 
motor courier to Columbus, N. M.. 
July 3.)—Out of the dust haze that 
hung over the headquarters camp to- 
day. returned the sauadron of cavalry 
sent under Major John M. Jenkins to 
search for the survivors of Carrizal. 
The clothing of the men were seeped 
In dust and the coats of the horses 
were dustier. 
* 


These men of the Eleventh cavalry 
talked but little of their experiences. | 
-but their description of their efforts 
to save their horses from perishing re- 
vealed the story of a march that has 
not been equalled in the present ex- 
pedition; the story of a fight against , 
desert heat and alkaline dust in an , 
attempt to 
find 
a remnant 
of the 
command ambushed by Mexicans. 
' It was while scouring the country 
near Carrizal 
for some 
trail 
that 
would give a hint of the location of 
the retreating American soldiers that 
Major Jenkins had made a ftight stop 
at 
an 
abandoned 
windmill. 
about stretched 
the desert 
and its 
powdery dust which the men inhaled 
at 
every breath. , A few 
clumps of 
grease weed with tiny yellow leaves, 
dotted the endless expanse of mesa 
on three lines, while 
on 
the south 
stood a low range of mountains. 
No 
road, no trail and no sign of habitation 
marked the sandy waste. 


Major Jankins' Story. 


"I rode my horse up to the trough 
at the windmill's foot," Major Jenkins 
said. 
"There was water there, but 
—such water! 
Why man, it was so 
full of alkaline dust that had blown 
Into it that the horse, his throat raw 
with thirst, roared when he sniffed. 


"That night the cavalrymen cleaned 
the trough. 
They repaired the wind- 
mill by tying hankerchlefs about the 
broken bushing. A desert gale pump- 
ed enough water for the night, but the 
command awoke at daybreak to, find 
the 
windmill 
becalmed 
and 
their 
horses too weakened by days of hard 
riding through the desert to be risked, 
without a drink to the next water hole. 


"Four troopers were sent to the top 
of the windmill, with orders to run it^ 
by hand. 
The rickety structure trem- 
bled with age and when a puff of wind 
sent the wheel apinninif. 
The brown, 
bearded cavalrymen below cheered. The 
stream produced was little larger than 
a lead pencil, but after an hour, each of 
the horses and mules had been given » 
small drink. 


"The command encountered for the 
first time in Mexico caliche rock, a sort 
of dry clay, the duat of which filled the 
air when the wind freshened and set- 
tled in the eyes, ears, throat and nos- 
trils of men and animals. 
The horses 
discovered, however, 
that 
they could 
quench their thirst temporarily by nip 
ping dead and yellowed grass, inside of 
which were succulent new shoots. 


"It was lack of feed for the horses 
that caused the squadron to turn back, 
finally abandoning the search for the 
survivors. 
It was still many miles 
from the headquarters camp when the 
last of the oats, a small cup full for 
each animal, was fed to the mounts. 
For a time it seemed as if the horses 
must 
perish, 
but 
the 
men 
pushed 
through by sheer will and their sense 
of duty." 


Today the squadrons appeared in a 
swirl of white dust. 
The trucks ac- 
companying the column 'were in the 
lead and had passed through sand 
wastes heretofore believed impassable 
and behind them came every animal in 
the squadron which left here.

The soldiers 
down 
in Mexico 
do 
not 
always 
talk 
to 
each 
otHer 
through the wireless or the field tel- i 
egraph of which so much has been ! 
written. 
The old style of signaling- 
by flags, lights or whistles is still as ! 
important as it ever was. 


These 
signals 
are 
a 
fascinatlut; 
study and no Ynan or boy can con- 
sider that he has mastered even tlie 
slightest knowledge of the art of sol- 
diering until he knows them. 


Most signal systems are based on 
the Morse International code, the sys- 
tem of dots and dashes worked out 
by the inventor of the telegraph. 


The wigwag is the most frequentlv 
used of ail the flag signals, for sfhort 
distances. 
It may also be used with 
a lantern or a torch. It comprises one 
position and three motions. "Position" 
is with the flag, lantern or torch held 
straight up, the 
signalman 
facing 
squarely toward the person whom he 
wishes to signal. 


In the first motion the flag Is waved 
to the rilrht of the sender, the arm 
starting from a vertical position, go- 
ing to a horizontal position, and then 
returning to vertical. The second mo- 
tion is the same but to the left of the 
sender. 


To make the third motion the flag 
is waved to the ground directly in 
front of the sender and instantly re- 
turned to the vertical position. 


The first motion (to the right) in- 
dicates a dot, the second a dash and 
the third is called "Front," 


In order to save time the following 
signs are used: 


End of word—Front. 
End of sentence—Front-front. 
End of message—Front-front-front. 
Error—AA front. 
Acknowledgment—MM 
front. 


Cease signaling—MMM front. 
Repeat after (word)—CC front, 
A 
front (word). 


Repeat last word—CC front-front. 
Execute—H front. 
Repeat 
last 
message—CCC front- 
front-front. 


Move a little to the right—RR front. 
Move a little to the left—L.L front. 
Move a little uphill—UU front. 
Move a little downhill—DD front. 
Signal faster—FF front. 
Wait a moment .—.. . 
The semaphore flag signaling sys- 
tem is the highest development of flag 
conversation. 
It is more rapid than 
the wigwag and more difficult to learn, 
but once learned it is capable of won- 
derful speed. 
Signalmen on warships 
and in the army work their flags by 
this system so rapidly that the civilian 
watching them wonders how they can 
ever attain such skill. 
However, it is 
only a matter of practice and almost 
anyone can master it. 
The pictures 
show the principal movements of the 
semaphore code. 
The dot and dash 
letters are used with the following 
special signs: 


Repeat after (word), CC interval A 
(word); repeat last word, CC interval 
twice; repeat last message, CCC in- 
terval three times.

Conference at St. Paul on 
July 18 Called by Com- 
mittee of Sixty. 


Chicago, July 3.—Leaders of the pro- 
hibition party and members of the '"'com- 
mittee of sixty" which made unsuccess 
ful attempts to get prohibition déclara 
tions in the platforms of the republican 
and democratic parties, have called a 
"Get-together" conference, to be held in 
St. Paul, Minn., July 18, the day pre 
ceding the national prohibition conven 
tion. 


Fiftee nthousand men and women of 
all political faiths, including governors 
ex-governors, 
conp-essmen, 
clergymen, 
bankers, leaders in civic and 
reform 
movements, suffragists, educators 
and 
labor leaders, are receiving invitations 
to this conference. 
The obpect, as ex- 
plained by national prohibition 
head- 
quarters here, is to effect an amalgama- 
tion of the moral reform forces of the 
country into a political 
party 
which 
shall have as its central platform na- 
tional prohibition but which will also 
advocate a whole category of govern- 
mental reforms and progressive legisla- 


The program as announced includes 
free-for-all discussions relating to pro- 
hibition as a dominant issue, whether a 
new party must be formed in order to 
obtain prohibition, what name such par- 
ty should bear, the possibility of getting 
action through the various parties now 
in existence and the relation of prohi- 
bition to other reforms. 


Among those who will lead discus- 
sions are: Eugene N. Foss, three times 
governor of Massachusetts; Wm. E. Sul- 
zer, former governor of Ntw York; John 
P, St. John, who as the republican gov- 
ernor of Kansas signed the prohibition 
law and afterward ran for president m 
the prohibition ticket, and Charlea H. 
Randall, representative of the Nmth dis- 
trict of California, and the first congress- 
man ever elected by the prohibition par- 


^'^The chairman of the conference hag 
not been fully determined upon, the de- 
sire being to have for this position a 
man of national reputation who is not a 
member of the prohibition party. 
Sev- 
eral prominent progressive leaders have 
been suggested but no announcement as 
to their willingness to preside at such 
a gatherihg has been made.

Two persons were 
taken from the jail and placed in town- 
ship care on account of illness and oper- 
ations have been necessary, all of which 
totals the high cost of township aid for 
June. 


In the care of sickness and those Vic- 
tims of accidents alone the sum of al- 
most $200 was e:q)ended and this partic- 
ular item also equals the amount spent 
in winter months for like purpos*-. In 
the case of those persons taken from 
jail it was necessary to place them in 
hospitals.

education, in uphoWng respect for. au- 
thority, in safeguarding the fainily' an4 
consequently the state of which it is 
a( unit, in standing, for law and order 
at all times and in grasping the great 
social problems of the day, especially 
those of capital and labor and divorce, 
were dominant points in the address. 
The Catholic church, he showed, stood 
for authority for all governments and 
all people. He asserted it could accom- 
modate itself to all conditions, and that 
it is an authoritative institution and 
uncompromising in its stand for truth 
and Christianity. 


Father Tihele pointed to its unfalter- 
ing labors for the glory of God and the 
upholding of the principles of authority 
and of spiritual dominion over her chil- 
dren. 
The Catholic church, ho said, 
was the universal teacher of manklnii 
and irrevocably held to the principles 
delegated to her. 
The church has re- 
ceived her doctrines frojn Jesua Chripi 
and will not change them. Father Thislo 
declared, and he added there was a pro- 
vailing opinion of inany outside tht- 
church that it ought to change thorn. 
Ho declared that Christ was a bettor 
legislator than any human being and it 
was from Him that tie church rceeivcd 
its doctrine and 
the 
principles upon 
which it is based. 
He said it was im- 
possible for any of us-to maaatire the 
power of tho church and the influenro 
which she exerts on the community, and 
upon her children for their bettormont. 
Father Thiele emphasized strongly the 
fact that the Catholic church incor- 
porates not only respcct for authority 
in the hearts of her children, but true, 
genuine patriotism, and that they are 
willing nnd ready to answer tho call of 
their country.

PENNSy ROfJ' OF »ONOR 


Over 300 Employes Were Retired in Six 
M>)n.ths. 


In the first six 
months of 1916, the 
companies of the Pennsylvania railroad 
system retired 326 employes under the 
pension rules. 
This total 
includes 5,6 
men and women whose retirement, dat- 
ing from June 1st, has just received the 
final approval of the directors. 
Of the' 
entire number of employes placed on the 
"roll of honor" in the last six months, 33, 
or more than 10 per cent., worked for 
the railroad 50 years or more, while 140, 
or nearly half, were in the active service 
more tLan 40 years each. 


The Pennsylvania railroad system ex- 


pended in pensions during the first js-'f 
of 1916, in round figures, $760,000. /Pen- 
sions are being paid at the present time 
at the rate of more than $4,000 per day. 
Since the pension system was established 
on January 1st, 1900, the total e3q)endi- 
ture has been almost $13,000,000. A total 
of 9,464 employes have been retired un- 
der the pension rules since that time. Of 
this nuniber 4,606 are at present living 
and receiying pensions.'

The management of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad system earnestly hope 
tiiat the men receiving ballots will vote 
against a strikp and that all other em- 
ployes will use their influence to that 
end.

management reiterates its 
position favoring the settlement of all

dispute 
by arWtration. 
Such a course will preserve to each one 
of you unbroken earning power, to the 
public, interrupted service and to the 
railroad continuance of the earnings by 
which alone it can perform its public 
duties."

PASSES AWAY

Hetty Green was the world's most re- 
markable mistress of finance. 
The for- 
tune she has left is closed to $100,000,000. 
The richest woman in America, she lived 
almost as frugally as a shop girl. 
Her 
home was wnerever she chose for a time 
to bang her little black cape and bonnet, 
often in the hall bedroom of some cheap 
boarding house, or in some remote and 
modest flat around New York. 


Her eccentric extremes of economy led 
to a popular misconception of her as a 
"self-made woman." Aa a matter of fact 
she was born rich. In 1865 she Inherited 
some $10,000,000 which accumulated upon 
itself until In fifty years It had multiplied 
nearly ten times. She also inherited fam- 
ily traditions which had been a pride for 
three centuries, 
and 
which 
.she 
was 
anxious to perpetuate In her children. 


She was born on Nov. 21, 1835, at New 
Bedford, Mass. 
This old maritime city 
was founded by her ancestor. John How- 
land, a Puritan who came over on the 
Mayflower, and who named the place 
after Bedford, his family home in Eng- 
land. 
In 
succeeding 
generations 
the 
Howland family became famous in the 
whaling industry and shipping trade with 
China, and had an irreproachable social 
standing. 
Edward Mott Robinson, who 
had also amassed a fortune in a similar 
way In New Bedford, married Abby How- 
land, of whom Hetty Robinson, the future 
mistress of finance, was born. 
She was 
sent to a Quaker school on Cape Cod and 
to a seminary In Boston, and got her first 
lessons in finance when her aging father 
entrusted her with some of his books. 


Beginning of Her Wealth. 


She was just 30 years old when her 
father died suddenly, leaving her his nine 
millions, one million outright and the in- 
come from the other eight, the principal 
to be held in trust for her children. It 
is forgotten that Hetty Green, then Rob- 
inson, was a belle in New York society. 
According to her own stories she "often 
danced the whole night through." Even 
then, however, she lived in a boarding 
house and was so saving that rather than 
pay cab fare, she would pull a pair of 
heavy woolen stockings over her shoes 
and walk through the snow to parties. 


Almost at the same time that her 
father died her aunt. Sylvia Ann How- 
land, passed away, leaving several million 
dollars. 
It is said Hetty Robinson had 
been brought tip from childhood to count 
this money aa hers, and that the aunt 
expressed the hope . that Hetty wouli 
some, day ^ o m e , : as aha dldi the rtchi 
iiromMi in tba oountqr.

a few minutes, Mrs. Green made this 
final prosition:

I'll ride in the locomotive cab." 
This she did and reached Wall Street 
In time to make a successful turn. 


Dressed in simple 
and 
sometimes 
shabby 
black 
with 
a little bonnet 
that would stand a lot of wear, the 
woman of millions moved about in 
downtown New York, recognized only 
by few who had been Initiated into the 
secret of her identy. 
She never rode 
in a carriage and was never seen at 
the theater or opera. Her abiding place 
was usually a mystery to the tax col- 
lector. whom she admittedly dodged. 


Her most pretentious home w^as at 
Bellows Falls, Vt., where sihe spent 
many summers, but even this piaco 
was notorious there for never being 
in repair. 
In winter she hid herself 
in some of the least expensive neigh- 
borhoods around New York, guarding 
her identity by putting the name of 
her pet dog "Dewey" on the doorplate. 
Her daughter, Sylvia, was her only 
companion. 
The latter she kept from 
society, but in 1909 consented to her 
marriage, at the age of 30, to Matthew 
Astor Wilks, a wealthy New Yorker 
of 57 years. 
The lonely mother then 
removed herself for a time to a suite 
of rooms in one of the most fashion- 
able Fifth Avenue hotels, but this lux- 
ury was soon given up. 


Her One Ambition. 


It was Hetty Green's ambition 
to 
make 
her 
son, 
Edward 
Howland 
Green, the richest man In the country. 
She put him through 
many 
severe 
tests to try out his business qualifica- 
tions. 
A story is told that when he 
was a boy she sent him out to the 
street corner to sell Ihe morning pa- 
per from which she had read the finan- 
cial news. 
She finally sent him to 
Texas where he eventually 
worked 
himself to the front as a railroad man 
and 
financier. 
Since 1893 he has been 
president of the Texas Midland rail- 
road and a factor In many other inter- 
ests. 
In late years he largely assumed 
the management of his mother's prop- 
erty. 


Typical of some of the turnovers by 
which they made large sums of money, 
was the sale of hundreds of acres of 
land in Chicago which they had ob- 
tained years before under foreclosure 
proceedings for a few hundred thous- 
and, and which sold for millions.- 


Hetty 
Green's 
investments 
were 
largely in mortgages 
and 
whenever 
i^e invested in anything it was only 
after she had" made the most minute 
personal examinations of the proper- 
ties. 
She never disclosed in detail the 
secrets of her success, but she admit- 
ted it was mainly 
in buying 
when 
things were cheap, and never selling 
until they were high. If asked for ad- 
vice as to what would be good to in- 
vest in, her epigramatic answer was 
usually "The Other World." 


While never intensely religious she 
was a frequent attendant at Quaker 
meetings, and only a few years ago 
she, like her daughter, was baptized 
in the Episcopal church. 


She emphatically denied that 
her 
disposition was miserly. 
During the 
panic of 1907-'08 
she 
made 
loans 
which tided over many wealthy New 
Yorkers. 
Two years before the panic, 
in was said, she had gathered In a 
large portion of her money and was 
prepared when the storm broke 
to 
lend a helping hand, at a good rate of 
interest. 
It was sometimes intimated 
that upon her death the country might 
be surprised at the disposition »he 
would make of her wealth.
